1. The HSCA has been pursuing allegat ions that a 

man using the name I ^- n P a ^l a ^> 

Texas was in touch with certain anti- Castro Cubans in 
Dallas, Texas. Newspaper sources on the subject indent! 
Tied him as a CIA employee. Agency records disclosed 
that there was never a CIA employee whose true name, 
or pseudonym, was either of the variations noted above. 
Nor did any Agency employee ever have a registered 
alias in that name. It is the Agency's opinion that, 
there was never a CIA employee who used that name in 
Dallas, Texas. 


2. As a matter of interest, one of the alleged 

connections was with an anti-Castro group that 
received support from the US Army. If there was ever 
a person using such a name he would more likely be a 
person involved in that way than being from CIA.
